TOcats in the Uiiited States, is getting 
disgusted with the gold combine and 
its methods. Tt now declares that the 
syndicate manipulations must not only 
result in enormous loss to the Govern- 
ment, but will lead to a great national 
scandal, the moral effect of which upon 
the country will be more disasirous 
than any financial loss. It calK upon 
President Cleveland to reject the piop- 
osition of the syndicate to furnish gold 
in exchange for bonds and leave the 
consequence to the people. It assuies 
the President that the people, one 
awakened to the peril of the situation 
wiU pour out their gold from bank 
:ind vaults to make good the $40,000,00 
uefideney in the reserve fund. As ;,n 
evidence of confidence in this opinion 
and an earnest of its own sincerity i 
offers to head a subscription to i 
popular loan with $1,000,000 to an issui 
of 3 per cent bonds. 


The H'orM hopes that the other grea' 


papers 
of 
the country will eiinul 


taneously with itself undeitake in thei 
owii localities that awakening of sen 
timent which i<- necessary to encourage 
and enable the President to reject tin 
offer of the gold syndicate. 


While the effort of the MW</ to re 


lease the country from the grasp of t lie 
gold men is to be commended, it is ex 
tremely doubtful if it leceives the ap 
proval 
of President 
Cleveland or 


Messrs. Heed or Sherman. The Bond 
bill passed by the House is said to bo 
Speaker Eeed's pet measure. He anc 
his lieutenants personally interviewed 
every Republican member of the House 
who had announced himself us lemg 
opposed to the bill and they sncueeJec 
in wheeling a considerable number o 
them into line so that 170 Kepubla-aub 
voted for it and only 16 against it 
Some Republicans voted foi it feeling 
certain that the Senate would return ii 
to the House with free silver amend 
ments, which will force Mr. Reed to in 
dic^te his position on the silver ques 
lion. He must then choose between tho 
financially divided factions 
of 
his 


party, and he will find himself between 
1 tie devil and the deep sea. Up to tie 
present time he has not committed 
himself on the financial isi'ue, but il 
the Senate \%ill send the bill back w i l n 
a silver attachment he will have to de- 
clare himself for "or against the single 
tcol'l standard.
